1n conversation with a gentleman yesterday the
President expressed his regret that adequate pro-
vislon had not been made for o proper repregenta-.
tion of the Unlted States at the Vienna Universal
Exposition, which opens mext May, and which,
judging from present report, is to be on o grander
wscale than eny of its predecessors, thanks to the
cembined efforts of the Austrian and other foreign
governments, all of whom have made lberal con-
tributions in ald of the undertaking. Besldes the
higher Infinences of these international exhibitions
in welding nations together in awmity by means of
the stimulug given to the formation and extension
of commercial relations, the President declared
ha appreciation of the direct pdvantages
galned in the development of Industrial art
in e¢very branch; and in order that our
owo country may not lose these advantages
at Vienna, it I# 14 intention to recommend to Con-
greea in his nexl meseage o liberal appropriation to
defray the expense of scmding representative
workingmen in the various branches of skilled in-
dustry to examine Into and report upon the pro-
gress of useful arts in the countries represented at
the exposition. ‘These representatives, shonld the
plan be approved by Congress, are to be nominated
by the various braunches of industry to which they
respectively Lelong, after consultation among
themeclves; and, If the selection be approved by
the President, the delegates will report 1o and be
nnder the direction of the American Commigsioner,
fieneral Thomas B, Van Buren, of New York city.
